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City Council Passes $5.4 Million Budget 
Most of Increase Goes to Police Dept.

Council unanimously ap¬ 
proved a $5.4 million budget 
for the City of Greenbelt on 
June 4. Council called for 
five new police officers with¬ 
out increasing the tax rate. 
Earlier this year, in the cam¬ 
paign to win approval of a $6 
million bond issue for capi¬ 
tal improvements, council 
had promised voters that the 
bond issue would have the 
least impact possible on the 
tax rate. With no change 
in the city's tax rate of $1.13 
per $100 assessed valuation, 
council kept its promise. New 
development just coming on¬ 
to the tax rolls and the tri¬ 
ennial reassessment of ex¬ 
isting development will bring 
most of the added tax dol¬ 
lars. 

While most of the items of the 
budget were adopted unanimous¬ 
ly, a few were not and two mem¬ 
bers felt the need to take special 
stands. Council member Thomas 
X. White objected to the 25% 
increase in council's salary to 
$4,000 per year, generally above 
the norm in other Maryland ci¬ 
ties and towns, he said. Member 
of council Richard Pilski sup¬ 
ported White with a '‘no” vote. 
White also objected to the last- 
minute addition of the $31,000 
the city staff believes will be nec¬ 
essary to reconstruct the four un¬ 
usable tennis courts at Braden 
Field. At the time council ap-

proved the item a year ago, the 
cost was anticipated to be $55,- 
000. That amount is being re- 
apppropriated to the new budget. 

This cost overrun of more 
than 50%, declared White, needed 
careful public scrutiny, not pas¬ 
sive acceptance. Pilski agreed, 
but pointed out that he was ob¬ 
jecting to the manner in which 
the item had been added to the 
budget, not to the effort to fix 
tennis courts. 

Pilski noted his objection to 
putting any active recreational 
facilities on parcel 7 (between 
Ivy Lane and Crescent Road a- 
cross from the lake park) where 
council, he felt, intends to place 
the basketball court requested by 
the Boxwood Civic Association. 

All members of council show¬ 
ed strong support for increasing 
the nunfber of uniformed police. 
City Manager James K. Giese, in 
his original budget presentation 
to council, asked for two sworn 
officers, one police dispatcher and 
an office assistant. An indepen¬ 
dent study of the police depart¬ 
ment this year found no new 
sworn officers would be needed, 
strongly urged the other two po¬ 
sitions to relieve officers of de¬ 
tailed office work. The FOP, the 
police chief and the Crime Pre¬ 
vention Committee members wan¬ 


ted 10 new officers. Thus coun¬ 
cil found the middle ground after 
a lengthy negotiating process at 
their decision-making final work 
session a week earlier. 

Start-up costs for one sworn 
officer for one year are $28,900 
including uniforms, training and 
special equipment. 

Expenditures 

The adopted general fund bud¬ 
get provides expenditures of $5,- 
428,900, an increase of $810,600, 
or 17.5 percent over the 1984-85 
budget. This amount represents 
an increase of $235,700 from the 
original budget submitted in Ap¬ 
ril by the city manager. 

The increases are: 1) addition 
of three uniformed police officers 
to begin Jan. 1, 1986 and the 
change from a starting date of 
October 1 to July 1 for the two 
new officers in Giese's original 
budget ($52,400), 2) an increase 
See CITY, page 4, col.

The highlight of the holiday will 
be the fireworks being set off with the onset of dusk. 

The ^Thursday night festivities partments have set down some 


will officially begin at 7 p.m. at 
Buddy Attick Park, by Greenbelt 
Lake, when the Greenbelt Con¬ 
cert Band, Conducted by John 
DelHomme, commences a pro¬ 
gram of patriotic scores. The 
selection includes the “Greenbelt

The magnet school program to achieve desegregation 
through voluntary busing appears, for the present, to have 
overcome vocal criticism by the NAACP and the doubts 
of detractors who felt the carrot could not replace the stick 
in integrating the Prince Georges County public schools.

enroll its first student, the sign¬ 
ing of a “memo of understand¬ 
ing” between the Prince Georges 
County Board of Education and 
the NAACP on June 21 and the 
flood of applications for entry 
into the program have buoyed 
the program promoters' confi¬ 
dence. 

“We’re blazing a whole new 
trail,” Prince Georges County 
public school spokesman Brian 
Porter said, “and we’ve greatly 
exceeded our expectations. I think 
it shows a voluntary integration 
effort can work.” 

Jean Hamill, speaking for the 
talented and gifted program 
(TAG), was no less ebullient. 
“We're very gratified. We had 
an open house at the magnet 
schools and attracted over 4,000 
people. You had to park down 
the street and walk back to the 
school. We’ve had an onslaught 
of applications. I think credit has 
to go to John Murphy for this.” 

John Murphy, Prince Georges 
County school superintendent, 
having had the opportunity to 
watch the magnet school program 
wprk in other jurisdictions, cham¬ 
pioned the program in Prince 
Georges County. 

Murphy hailed the signing of 
the memorandum with the 
NAACP. “I think we’re entering 
into an era pf, cooperation,” 1 he 
said. ‘^WeTl be getting away from 
this confrontation.” 

Under the agreement, the coun¬ 
ty has three years to prove, the 
efficacy of voluntary desegrega¬ 
tion. 

The agreement also calls for 
increased funding for 10 predom¬ 
inantly black schools which the 
board feels cannot be fully in¬ 
tegrated. a limit of six TAG 
schools, and creation of a back¬ 
up busing plan if the magnet ap¬ 
proach fails.

of-living adjustment for classified 
employees ($23,800), 3) in¬ 

creased life insurance, to $25,000, 
for city employees and council 
($5,100), 4) increased cost of ten¬ 
nis court repair ($31,000) in new 
funds, and reappropriation of 
$50,000 unspent in FY 85), 5) in¬ 
crease in intra-city bus service 
$11,000), 6) increase in salary 
for council ($4,000), 7) start-up 
funds for Greenbelt Museum 
($3,000), 8) increase in 50th an¬ 
niversary committee budget ($2,- 
500), 9) new storage shed at Mc¬ 
Donald Field, ($4,000), 10) in¬ 
crease in contribution to Wash¬ 
ington Ear ($250).

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Council Provides Direction - Okays 
Directional Signs for Md. Trade Center

A directional signage plan 
for the Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter in Greenbelt was partial¬ 
ly approved by the city coun¬ 
cil at its June 10 meeting. 
The plan proposes using four 
different sign designs at 16 
locations to direct traffic 
from Greenbelt Road to the 
Trade Center via Hanover 
Parkway and Greenway Cen¬ 
ter Drive. The plan was 
submitted by Coakley and 
Williams, developers of the 
Maryland Trade Center Park. 

With two conditions council 
accepted the recommendations of 
the Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) in approving the plan: 
1) lowering the height of the en¬ 
trance signs from nine feet to 
seven feet and 2) prohibiting 
placement of signs within dedi¬ 
cated street rights-of-way. The 
council, led by Mayor Pro Tern 
Richard Pilski in the absence of 
Mayor Wedenfeld, also stipulated 
that a sign be provided for the 
Martin's facility. Council also 
asked that design of the sign at 
the entrance of the Green way 
Center be altered- It was con¬ 
sidered an obstruction to the vi¬ 
sion of drivers entering the Cen¬ 
ter. 

In a presentation to council, 
the graphics designer hired by 
Coakley-Williams provided scale 
models of the signs, which are 
to be made of metal and dark 
colored plastic, with white let¬ 
ters and a blue Trade Center 
logo at the top. The signs would 
be lit from the inside for an un¬ 
obtrusive appearance at night, 
said officials from the design 
firm. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram expressed concern regard¬ 
ing the number of signs and said 
that the signs should be vandal- 
proof. Pilski also expressed con¬ 
cern at the number of signs, 
stating that three high-rise struc¬ 
tures are a greater identity than 
any other business on Greenbelt 
Road- 

Terry Coakley of Coakley-Wil¬ 
liams said that the buildings 
were visible but that people 
aren't quite sure how to get there 
and that the proposed signs 
would solve that problem. 

No Waiver on Driveways 

The council also refused to 
grant a waiver requested by Land 
Development Association, Inc. 
for construction standards that 
would allow asphalt instead of 
concrete driveway entrances in 
the Green Holly Woods subdi¬ 
vision until standards for such 
waivers can be developed by the 
city. 

The waiver was desired for 
two driveway entrances from 
Mandan Road to serve parking 
areas for the second phase of the 
development. A waiver had been 
granted previously -for three 
driveway entrances to Mandan 
Terrace, according to City Man¬ 
ager James Giese. 

Giese said that all other drive¬ 
way entrances on Mandan Road 
are concrete, and that concrete 
looks better and also differenti¬ 
ates roadway from driveway. On 
the other hand, he said concrete 
driveways must be completed 
early in construction and run the 
risk of damage by equipment and 
vehicles. In response to council- 
member B ram's comment that 
concrete last longer, Giese replied 
that the quality of concrete work 
is decreasing, and that the 


chance of a need for repairs or 
replacement later is great- 

Asphalt driveways, he said, 
are less expensive and can be 
placed in two steps to provide a 
base that can be used during con¬ 
struction and a final layer when 
work is completed. 

Councilmember Tom White 
said he was concerned that if 
this waiver was granted, every 
request would be for an asphalt 
driveway. When councilmember 
Ed Putens recommended that 
consideration of the waiver be 
postponed until the city can de¬ 
velop standards, the council 
agreed 3 to 1, with Bram dis¬ 
senting- 

Coordination with GHI 

In other action, the council 
agreed to consult with Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) regarding the 
addition of a price of woodclimb¬ 
ing equipment at a playground 
at 2^Court of Laurel Hill and 
concerning improvements to 
Ridge Road, Crescent and Gard¬ 
enway. 

The playground equipment had 
been requested by petition from 
the residents of 2-Court, Laurel 
Hill- Giese said that the loca¬ 
tion proposed had been previous¬ 
ly opposed by GHI, which pre¬ 
ferred a location near the 14- 
court of Hillside. The Greenbelt 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board has recommended that the 
equipment requested be installed, 
and that playgrounds on GHI- 
owned property be repaired and 
then turned over to GHI for fu¬ 
ture maintenance- 

Giese also stated that GHI had 
requested a meeting of the GHI 
Board of Directors and the Coun¬ 
cil to discuss the improvements 
to Ridge Road from Westway to 
Crescent and Crescent from Ridge 
Road to 7-Court. Gardenway 
would be improved for its entire 
length. A public hearing on May 
29 revealed that some residents 
were opposed to the sidewalks 
included in the improvements, 
and some were in favor, Giese 
said. 


Coucilmember White volunteer¬ 
ed to attend a meeting with GHI 
on both topics. 

Left Turn Lane 

Council also voted unanimous¬ 
ly to go on record in support of 
a request by the Holy Cross Lu¬ 
theran Church to obtain a left 
turn lane on Greenbelt Road for 
the church entrance. At a recent 
work session. Council was ad¬ 
vised that the county intends to 
widen Greenbelt Road to six 
lanes in that area and members 
were assured that a left turn 
lane for the church would be in¬ 
cluded. 

Other Actions 

On other matters, Council ac¬ 
cepted a staff report on options 
available for street and roadside 
improvements .and agreed to 
schedule a work session on the 
report if any action is needed. 

Council also agreed to take no 
action on a request for a zoning 


variance at 7206 Morrison Drive 
for construction of a sundeek, 
and at 15 Empire Place for con¬ 
struction of a carport requiring 
a variance to the side yard re¬ 
quirement of 2-5 feet. 

Action was deferred on bids 
received for storm drainage at 
the Maryland Trade Center III, 
Hanover Parkway at Hanover 
drive, because the city was not 
prepared to make a recommen¬ 
dation. In other bid action, coun¬ 
cil unanimously approved the 
higher priced Kubota diesel trac¬ 
tor over a John Deere bid that 
did not meet specifications. Coun¬ 
cil also uninamously agreed to 
accept the recommendations of 
Police Chief Frank Hutson for 
the purchase of nine portable po¬ 
lice radios from Motorola Com¬ 
munications and Electronics Inc., 
at $8,850.99. A lower bid by Con¬ 
tinental Associates at $7,614^ was 
found not to meet the specifica¬ 
tions by Chief Hutson, according 
to city manager Giese. 

In other action, council accept¬ 
ed the resignation of Sharon 
Weidenfeld from the Crime Pre¬ 
vention Committee and unani¬ 


mously approved the recommen¬ 
dation of Greenbelt CARES Di¬ 
rector Carol Leventhal to contin¬ 
ue employment of two consult¬ 
ants at an increased rate. Dav¬ 
id Pelligrine, Ph.D„ will be em¬ 
ployed at the rate of $60 am hour, 
a five dollar per hour increase, 
and Molly Schuchat, Ph.D., would 
be employed at an average of 24 
hours per month for the annual 
fee of $7400, an increase of $200 
over the previous year. 

Council also unanimously ap¬ 
proved the recommendations of 
the Advisory Planning Board to 
grant a departure from sign de¬ 
sign standards for Citizens Bank 
of Maryland and allow the bank 
an exception to standards that 
say signs are permitted only if 
the building is located 40 feet 
behind the street line. 

Citizens Bank, which is outside 
the city limits, is 40 feet from 
Greenbelt Road but not from 
BranchviUe Road. The planning 
board noted that the sign pro¬ 
posed is smaller than an existing 
sign and would set back 10 feet 
from the sign being replaced.

What is a “cap”? 

A “cap” or crown is used to 
restore proper form and func¬ 
tion to a tooth which is struc¬ 
turally defective or has been 
broken down by decay or in¬ 
jury. With few exceptions, 
most crowns completely cover 
the tooth. 

Complete crowns are made 
of metal, acrycil, or porcelain, 
alone or in combination. The 
most natural looking and dur¬ 
able material is porcelain 
fused to a metal core. 

In preparation for a crown, 
a small portion of the outside 
of the tooth may have to be re¬ 
duced in size. This is to al¬ 
low adequate room for the 
thickness of the crown mater¬ 
ial. In this way the completed 
restoration duplicates the or¬ 
iginal contour and size.

Beware of Firecrackers, 
Sparklers on the Fourth 

With the 4th of July rapidly 
approaching, the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene is warning Maryland 
residents that fireworks are dan¬ 
gerous and illegal in Maryland. 

Fireworks result in unneces¬ 
sary injuries and even death, as 
well as costly hospital bills and 
property damage. 

According to the Consumer 
Products Safety Commission sta¬ 
tistics, burns account for the ma¬ 
jority of fireworks-related injur¬ 
ies (59 percent). Other injuries 
caused by illegal fireworks in¬ 
clude blindness or amputation of 
fingers or hands. Firecrackers, 
bottle rockets and sparklers con¬ 
tribute to the most hospitaliza¬ 
tions. 

Parents are urged not to allow 
children to purchase or play with 
fireworks. The sparkler, consid¬ 
ered by some to be the ideal, safe 
fireworks for children, burns at 
a very high temperature and can 
easily ignite clothing. Sparklers 
are outlawed in Prince Georges 
'County.
